CFPEHSIYE TOilERICAH STATESMEN. 


It Involves a Menace to the Monroe 


Doctrine, and Will Justify the United 


States in Abrogating Entirely 


the CUyton-BuIwer Treaty. 


WASHING TON, March 2(i.—The full 


text of Great Britain's ultimatum to 
Nicaragua, as published by the United 
Press, was read with intense interest 
ty such senators and representatives 
as are especially familiar with foreign 
affairs and who still remain in the 
city. The prevailing tone of all the 
comments made was one of indignation 
and resentment. 
It was asserted that 


the ultimatum, though nominally ad- 
dressed to Nicaragua, was evidently 
intended for every American state, 
"but most directly for the United 
States. 
No 
mere 
technical 
de- 


nials 
of 
intended 
atfront 
to 


the United States 
by the clause 


'"excluding any American state from 
the arbitration commission," it was 
claimed, could stand in view of the 
language of the demand itself. 
The 


stipulation was construed as a studied 
threat to this government, a direct as- 
sault upon the doctrine of President 
Monroe, and a menace to the construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua canal. The in- 
juries complained of by Great Britain, 
it is pointed out, occurred, if at all, 
Itefore the-withdrawal of Great Britain, 
from any further interference in the 
matter of the Mosquito territory af- 
fair, when she threw the jVlosquito 
chief on the tender mercies of the 
Kicaraguan government and declared 
that she refused any attempt to exer- 
cise suxerainty over that territory. 


"If the government of Great Brit- 


8-in," said one distinguished senator, 
*'ever had a claim against the Nicara- 
f'uan people for damages of this sort, 
that claim should have beijn brought 
forward at the time this question was 
settled by Mr. Bayard through the ne- 
gotiations pursued under tlie aclminis- 
trat^on of Secretary Gresham. It is 
clear to me that Great Britain only 
turrendered her claim in this matter 
localise she imagined she saw a better 
opportunity to grasp a partial control 
of the Pacific by her proposed cable be- 
tween Vancouver and Australia, via 
the Hawaiian islands, by the occupa- 
1 ion of Neckar island. In this matter, 
however, the consent of the United 
titates was not obtained and England 
\vas balked. 


"Now England comes back upon 


Nicaragua to secure a lodgment that 
rvill give her a foothold iu the Pacific. 
Her claim is clearly one that cannot be 
indorsed by the United States, still 
J ess her proffered method of enforcing 
it. Should England send a war ship 
to Greytown for the purpose of collect- 
ing the revenues of the Nicaraguau 
government in liquidation of the S7f>,- 
(JOO fine assessed against that little re- 


5er all the privileges of a treaty and 
authorized by an act of congress. It 
was also suggested that this board of 
engineers should be conveyed to Grey- 
,own on a United States man-of-war, 
and that the vessel so sent should re- 
main at the mouth of the river, where 
;he American flag would float as a no- 
tice to all nations to keep their hands 
off. ,

One fear that was prominently ex- 


pressed was that the administration, 
ip the negotiations that this matter is 
bound to bring about, might plead the 
Claytou-Bulwer treaty as an estoppel 
against the claims of Great Britain. 
Those who express this fear assert 
that Great Britain has long ago vio- 
lated this treaty, and that when the 
time arrives so to do the United States 
will be justified in repudiating it alto- 
gether. Under that treaty the United 
States agreed with 
England that 


neither country should colonize the 
isthmus or erect any fortifications 
guarding the approaches to any canal. 
It was a virtual abrogation of the Mon- 
roe doctrine, so far as it related to that 
territory, and an agreement in which 
the United States had everything to 
lose and England all to gain. 


Several prominent members of con- 


ffress strongly contended that any at- 
tempt to renew the treaty, even in re- 
sistance to England's present claims 
against Nicaragua, would be fatal to 
the policy of the United States. 


The hope and unticipat.ion were ex- 


pressed that the administration would 
be able to see its way clearly in this 
matter, and that vigorous steps would 
be taken to preserve the rights of 
Americans in Nicaragua independent 
of this treaty. A remedy, it was sug- 
gusted, was at hand, which would 
render it impossible for England to 
carry out its present assumed policy 
without the commission of an overt 
act unfriendly to this country. Tho 
last congress passed an appropriation 
of 820,000 for a survey of the Nicara- 
guau canal. This survey was author- 
ized to be made under treaty provi- 
sions with the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment which protected the 
United 


States in its occupancy of Nicaraguan 
territory for that purpose. If Great 
Britain attempted to occupy any 
of the ports of Nicaragua for the pur- 
pose of collecting its fine, Greytown 
would probably be the point selected.

WINNIPEG, Man., March 29.—The 


surprising and sensational feature of 
the school question difficulty, was t he 
announcement, yesterday, thab the 
government had decided to ad journ 
the legislature to-day until May 9. It 
had been considered certain that con- 
sideration of the remedial order would 
be proceeded with yesterday or to-day, 
but Premier Greenway annouaeed in 
the house yesterday afternoon that ad- 
journment had been decided upon. He 
declared that the government did not 
see any reason whatever to change 
its position or its opinion in regard to 
the school system of the province, de- 
spite the order to do so from Ottawa. 
The remedial order issued by the gov- 
ernment raised for the first time con- 
stitutional 
questions 
exceeding in 


•ravity and importance any constitu- 
-ional question that has heretofore 
risen in any legislature in Canada, 
nd affecting tlie whole Canadian do- 
ninion. 


In view of these facts it had been de- 


cided to adjourn the house. The gov- 
ernment had already opened communi- 
cations with certain eminent constitu- 
tional lawyers and submitted to them 
'or their advice some of the chief 
>oints affecting the jurisdiction of the 
egislature. 


The premier was asked ,whether the 


Dominion government would be likely 
to take this proposed adjournment of 
the local honse as a refusal on the 
>art ol the province to act in the mat- 
;er of the order, and replied that no 
such construction could be put upon 
he adjournment, inasmuch as the pro- 
vincial government was taking the or- 
der into consideration. 


Catholic members of the legislature 


say the government is merely trying 
;o shirk their responsibility, and that 
adjournment is merely a subterfuge.

nterestlnp Facts Concerning; an Industry 


Which Employs Thousands of Bright 


New England Women — The 


Proauct of Their Skill. 


What do you think of a machine that 


k>icksup a roll of manilla paper, at- 
aches it to one end of a cylinder and 
;ransforms it into bag's at the rate of 
0,000 per day? You may go out and 
ock your door and, returning after a 
.ertaln length of time, find several 
housand bags, not only made but 
Counted and piled into packages, where 
yon left merely a roll of manilla. There 
s something almost startling ill this 
growth of an industry that at first 
•lance seems one of the most unpictur- 
esque in the catalogue. The complete 
outputof thelargest paper bag com- 
>any's mills amounts to between 5,000- 
100 and B,000,000 bags per day, and is 
distributed throughout the length and 
jreadth of the United States. In the 
manufacture of the bags machinery is 
almost entirely used, although from 300 
o 400 employes are kept busy attend- 
ng to detail work. 


Of these employes more than two- 


thirds are women. The factories are 
mostly situated in the east, the largest 
of all being located in the romantic re- 
jion of northern'New York. The girls 
imployed in the New England mills are 
many of them higlj, school graduates, 
and live at home. The duties of these 
young women employes consist largely 
.n attending- to the arrangement of such 
details as enter into the making up of 
paste pots, cleansing of brushes, assort- 
ment of sizes, etc. Thirty tons of pa- 
per are converted each day into bags 
varying in size from the one-half to the 
35 measurement. The paper is taken 
directly from the paper machine in rolls 
if different widths, and by gravity is 
run to the large elevator, which hoists 
it to tho machine-room. This has a 
floor space of 300 by 75 feet without a 
column. On each side of this immense 
apartment are located the great ma- 
chines, while the center is devoted to 
the tying- machines. A roll of paper is 
put on to the end of a horizontal bar 
supplied with facilities which folds it 
into tubes, cuts it into proper lengths.

The girli 


employed in this section are not high 
school graduates, but they are brigh 
and attractive, with a deftness of toucl 
and quickness of understanding tha 
ranks them with the better class o 
wage workers. 
Machinery has largely 


done away with individual labor, bu 
there is still enough left to do to keep 
many scores of girls busy. 
The wage 


paid seldom rise above IS or $10 pe 
week, and more often range below SO 


Independent of the home market, the 


paper bag manufacturers command 
large foreign trade. 
It is almost im 


possible to compute by figures the num 
ber of these flying pockets of pape 
that are rushed from the mills eacl 
day, to flutter the wide world over ii 
answer to the demands of trade. I 
there were no other industry left, thi 
one alone would place thousands o 
freight cars under service daily tc 
transport the output. 
The exhibit o 


paper bags at the world's fair was ona 
of the largest of the exhibits. There i 
little fault to find with these large 
paper factories on the score of cleanli 
ness and sa-nitary standards. Paper is 
wholesome and the atmosphere where 
it is stored and operated upon is in th< 
main both clean and healthful. 
The 


young girl whose life is cast amid the 
mazes of a vast paper bag factory may 
not know as much as she ought of out 
door sunlight and fresh, pure air, bu 
she has decidedly the advantage of toi] 
ers in wool and leather industries. 


Hotel Life ID the Azoren.

Prince of Naples. 


Gonlp Which Ii Acltntlnic the Capital* 


of tenrope Jut Now — Imputing 


Gathering of Royalties In 


Northern Italy. 


When the prince of Naples arrived in 


Rome early in March from Florence, 
the assertion was again made by his 
entourage that he would shortly be 
married to Princess Maud of Wales, and 
It was also announced that the arrival 
in Home of the prince of Wales and 
sther members of the British royal 
iamily could soon be expected. 


For at least four years past much in- 


terest has been taken in the question 
is to whom the prince of Naples, who 
Is the heir apparent to the Italian 
bhrone, would be likely to marry. His 
name has been linked with that of all 
the eligible princesses in Europe, and 
the affair has operated to divide Ro- 
man society into 
several parties. 


One section, the first to appear, wishes 
for a marriage with Princess Clemen- 
line, of Belgium, youngest daughter of 
King Leopold II. Another large party 
hopes for an alliance with an English 
princess, because of the friendship ex- 
isting- between the two nations and the 
good feeling of the two reigning- houses 
one for the otlier. A third agitates for 
Princess Feodora, of Sehleswig-IIol- 
stein, sister of the empress of Germany, 
in order to consolidate the alliance 
With that country. A fourth wants a 
marriage with Archduchess Maria An- 
nunziata of Austria, to 
popularize 


the Austrian alliance, which still has in 
Italy many opponents. According to 
others the prince will look to the east, 
and marry Princess Maria Maddalena, 
fourth daughter of King George of 
Greece, born in Athens in 1S70.

There will be an imposing gathering* 


of royalties in Itafy during the coursa 
of the spring. Qneen Victoria soon 
leaves for Florence.

spondent at Venice announces that Em- 
peror Francis, Joseph, Emperor William 
and Kin^ Humbert will meet in the 
spring on the broad waters of the Adri- 
atic.

Belief That the Defendant Had Two Ke- 


volvers—Near the End. 


The probabilities are that all of the 


evidence in the trial of George Tucker 
[or the murder of Louis Wilson will be 
submitted to the jury by the close of 
court thi1? evening.

THURSDAY AFTERNOON.

Cap- 
tain Baylor and Officer Mutherspaugh 
went along to Tucker's home in the 
Oklahoma district. 
They surrounded 


the house, and Baylor went in and got 
Tucker. Witness and Baylor rode back 
in a buggy, and Mutherspaugh walked 
along with the prisoner. Did not find 
any weapon at the house. At police 
headquarters Tucker said he had thrown 
the gun away near Oakland park while 
ae was on his way home. 
Captain Baylor testified that Tucker 


nad said he had thrown the revolver 
away. 
Bert Stevenson, aged 11 years, BOD of 


P. L. Stevenson, testified that about 
Feb. 1, while walking along Oakland 
Park, he found a rusty revolver on the 
Ejround. Ho took it borne to his father 
who put it in coal oil to get some of the 
rust off. The father of witness gave it 
to State's Attorney 
Mills. Witness 


identified the revolver shown as the one 
he had found. 


Here the people rested. Both revol- 


vers were admitted in evidence, the peo- 
ple endeavoring to prove that Tucker 
had two revolvers on his person the 
night of the shooting. The people con- 
tend that the fatal shot was fired from 
the revolver the defendant borrowed 
from Oliver Moreland. It was returned 
to Moreland the same night. 


EVIDENCE FOB THE DEFENSE. 


The first witness for the defense was 


Henry Daily. He testified in substance 
that he was at a dance at the Morthland 
place about a week before the tragedy. 
While the dance was going on witness 
saw three of the Morthland boys out- 
side the house. He heard one of them 
say: Now, when I hit him. don't all 
three of you jump. Did not know then 
that Tucker was at the dance, and did 
not know to whom the speaker referred. 
Witness immediately got his dauchter 
and went home. 


Charles Crump, of Maroa, was at the 


door with Daily when 
the remark 


quoted was made. Witness wentawav 
with. Daily. 


Donne May testified that she was at 


the dance at the "Wilson home. She 
was in the Bet with Lbuia Wilson, who 


was killed. There was no trouble at the j 
dance. All were dancing, and the music j 
was going when Tucker and Miss Morth- 
land went out together. Witness had 
Louis by the arm when the music stop- 
ped. Louis went out of the door, just 
after Tucker left, and then the shot was 
heard. Mervin Wilson followed Louis 
out. After the shot all went to the door. 


Abbie May's evidence was in substance 


the same as that of her sister. She de- 
scribed where all the dancer's in her 
set stood. 
Roea Daily told substantially the same 


story. On the cross-examination Rosa 
said Louis Wilson was in the set and 
stood nearest the door. There was noth- 
ing between him and the door except 
the stove. Witness saw Tucker and Miss 
Morthland go out together. The door 
was left open, saw Louis Wilson go out, 
taking a bucket with him. Heard the 
shot and all rushed to the door. 


Ida Wilson, sister of the deceased, tes- 


tified that she had repeated threats of 
violence against Tucker made by her 
brothers. She was cross-examined this 
afternoon. 
Miss Morthland and Tucker will be 


put on the stand this afternoon. They 
were the only two witnesses of the trag- 
edy, which took place sixteen feet from 
the door immediately alter Louis, the 
victim, came out. Their evidence will 
no doubt have great weight with the 
jury, due allowance being made for 
Tucker's personal interest in the case.

ONE of the motives of the reform 


editor in consenting that his paper shall 
be the organ of the Municipal third 
party is that he is a Democrat and 
wants the Republicans defeated and the 
Democratic mayor elected, and he thinks 
the third party will help to bring this 
about. He is reported as saying that 
Mr. Scaiilan will be the next mayor, and 
seems pleased over the prospects. Re- 
publicans who are disposed to support 
the third party ticket, and who want 
good city government, should take 
warning from this.

over 8200,000, and during the same 
period under the provision of the Demo 
cratic 
tariff 
England 
sold 
us 


over 
8100,000 worth of 
fish. 
Our 


sales of cotton fell off over 82,000,000, 
and there was a loss of §500,000 in the 
sale of copper and 8500,000 ia the sale of 
timber. Other articles which had a sale 
in England under the McKinley bill 
fell off in the same proportion. 


This means a loss of millions on the 


products of American labor, American 
capital and American farms. But this 
is by no means the worst showing foi 
America and the Democratic system of 
tariff. England has largely increased 
her sales to us during that period at the 
expense of American labor and Ameri- 
can capital. Here are a few samples of 
this feature of the results of the tariff act: 
In those two months England increased 
her sales in this market on worsted 
goods 82,400,0000; cotton goods, §800,000; 
woolen yarns 
and 
tissues, 8537.000; 


linen goods, 81,000,000. 
During tho 


same period we bought 8267,000 worth 
of English wool, and over 82,000,000 of 
Australian and Canadian wool at the 
expense of the American wool raisers. 


These are plain figures and show con- 


clusively why England so much desires 
low tariffs in this country and why 
they feasted Wilson in that country and 
burned McKinley in effigy. The Wilson 
tariff act, as the Republicans all along 
claimed it would, is helping England 
and her workingmen at the expense of 
America and 
its workingmen. 
Tho 


American workingman's chance to find 
employment and make a living is all the 
time being reduced, while the European 
laborer's Opportunity to find employ- 
ment is being increased. 


The only way to prevent this increased 


Importation is by reducing American 
wages. American workmen do not like 
this. There is good reason why they 
should not. This country cannot afford 
to reduce the wage of labor, but if the 
Wilson bill is continued it must be done. 
This should teach the American voter a 
lasting lesson. His only hope is getting 
the Democrats out of power. This can- 
not be done by voting for Democrats for 
either local, state or national offices, or 
by fooling their votes away on third 
parties, co matter what their pretensions 
may be, and every man who votes 
against the Republican in any election 
votes to continue the Wilson bill, be- 
cause it can never be repealed until the 
Republicans are restored to power in 
the presidency, the 
senate and the 


house. 


The Municipal third party in this city

ST. AUGUSTINE, Fla., March 29. ~ 


Fire broke out in the blacksmith shop 
occupied by John Masters in the old 
building owned by K. J. Mickler on 
Charlotte street, two doors north of 
Bunting's furniture 
establishment, 


yesterday afternoon, and before it was 
controlled destroyed a large amount 
of property. It was discovered by a 
boy working in Carcaba's cigar fac- 
tory on Hipolita street, who gave the 
alarm. Owing to the inadequate wa- 
ter supply, the fire, fanned by a west 
wind, spread rapidly. 


Forty-six residences and stores and 


many other building-s were destroyed, 
rendering1, in the space of four hours, 
about 100 families homeless and leav- 
ing inacy boarders to seek shelter 
elsewhere, many of them with only 
the clothing which they had on. 


The losses will aggregate 8200,000. 


A. N. Stewart was overcome by smoke 
while moving- furniture; Adam Sanks, 
Lawyer McWilliams and S. W. Cliick- 
elow were all slightly injured. 


All the palmetto trees along the sea 


wall from the fort to Baya, lane are de- 
stroyed, as were the heaps of house- 
hold effects placed there for safety. 


Col. Edward Bainbridge, command- 


ing the United States troops, ordered 
Lieut. O'Hern and the fire brigade to 
render assistance, and followed this 
order by personally bringing all the 
troops to the scene with hose, ladders 
and fire-buckets. The soldiers worked 
manfully to extinguish the fire and 
save property. 


Many families camped on the fort 


green last night with what of their 
effects they saved. Several families 
also occupied the old slave market. 
There is perfect order. The guests of 
both the Magnolia, Florida house and 
Lorillard villa packed their effects 
ready to leave, but the danger was 
averted.
